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wary of political crisis 
if Ehrlich shifted from Finance

TEL AVIV. — Prime MiniBter 
Menahem Begin may attempt to per¬ 
il *ade beleaguered Finance Minister 
Simba Ehrlich to remain In office 
despite the rebellion against him in 
hla Liberal Party, Z7te Jerusalem 
Poet learned last night. 

. Sources close to Begin say that if 
the Liberal Party Institutions In the 
coming weeks call more openly for 
the finance minister's ousting. Begin 
will have no choice but to agree. 

Meanwhile, Begin plans to wait for 
the Liberal Central Committee ses¬ 
sion within the next three weeks, as 
well as for Ehrlich's return from 
Europe. 

However. Begin has made it clear 
to his aides that if he can avoid 
shuffling his government he will do 
so, even though it is clear that 
Ehrlich has become a liability to the 
government. 

Ehrlich, meanwhile, reportedly 
called confidants yesterday to say he 
favours a cabinet shake up which 
would Include a change at the 


Foreign Ministry. 

Begin Is said to feel that' any 
attempt to tamper with the delicate 
balance in his cabinet is bound to 
result in & political crisis which 
could lead one coalition partner or 
another to topple the government. 
This would lead to new elections, 
which the prime minister would like 
to avoid. 

An indication of the problems 
Begin faces came last night from 
National Religious Party sources, 
who said they would not under any 
circumstances accept Ehrlich as a 
deputy prime minister. 

The majority of their -party, they 
said, feels that a two-deputy situa¬ 
tion is unacceptable and that if Begin 
does indeed want Ehrlich as a depu¬ 
ty, he would do well to find another 
job for his present deputy, Yigael 
Yadin. 

As the NRP has long protested the 
over-representation of the 
Democratic Movement in the 
cabinet, the party feels that this 
would afford a good opportunity to 
reduce the DM representation. 

Should this be attempted, the like¬ 


ly reaction of the DM would be to bolt 
the coalition, a situation which could 
cause the government to lose its slim 
Knesset majority. 

Some in the NRP, reportedly led 
by interior Minister To set Burg, say 
they would not agree to two deputies 
but would not oppose a “troika" of 

deputies, one of whom would be 
Burg. The NRF say that its 
grievances would thus he redressed. 

If Begin appoints La'am’s Yigal 
. Hurvitz as finance minister, he 
would be assured of the loyalty of the 
three-man splinter of the party head¬ 
ed by Hurvitz. 

The vast majority'of the coalition 
would also be pleased by the choice, 
but not so Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i and his followers. Moda'i 
covets the office himself and his 
backers have been busy in recent 
days intimating that should his 
wishes not be met. he and his group 
. could cause coalition instability. 

The overwhelming majority of the

Plans to enlarge the area of four 
Gush Emu aim settlements in the 
West Bank will be discussed at a top- 
level meeting of ministers this mor¬ 
ning. 

Gush Emunim has had the support 
of tiie National Religious Party for 
several months In its plea to enlarge 
seven settlements which the group 
claims do not have enough land for 
construction or agriculture. 

Gush Emunim and the NRP have 
apparently won Deputy Defence 
Minister Mordechal ZIpori's support 
in at least four of the seven cases. 
Zlpori dropped hints of this ip an in¬ 
terview last month over KOI Israel. 

. On Yom Kippur Eve, Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman received a 
delegation of three NRP leaders. 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer, faction chairman Yehuda 
Ben-Meir, and Rabbi Haim 


Druckman. who speaks for Gush 
Emunim. Weizman reportedly 
promised them that the plea for 
more land would be discussed in a 
positive light at this morning's 
meeting, to be chaired by Premier 
Menahem Begin. 

Gush Emunim’s case will 
probably be advocated, with maps 
and details, by Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon. 

In at least one case, the defence 
minister is said to be willing to 
evacuate an IDF camp to provide 
more land for the settlers who live 
next door to it. 

But Weizman is said to oppose con¬ 
fiscating or seizing private Arab 
lands, os Gush Emunim has been 
demanding. The settlers have been 
grumbling a great deal over the past 
few weeks with threats that they 
would squat on fields outside the 
fenced areas which were originally 
allotted to them.

Syria has beefed up its air force 
pith the introduction two weeks ago 
of the Soviet-built high-flying Mig-25 
bomber-interceptor, the chief of 
Israel’s military intelligence told 
foreign correspondents in Tel Aviv 
yesterday. 

Aluf Yehoshua. Saguy said the 
Russians also have supplied the 
Syrians with Sukhoi 22s, an older 
ground attack aircraft common in 
Soviet squadrons but outclassed by 
Che advanced U.S.-built F-25 and F- 
16 warplanes. 

Syrian President Hafez Assad 
"might ask the Russians" for the 
even more advanced Mig-27 
Flogger-D, Saguy Bald. The Mig-27 is 
a strike fighter that could compete 
with the F-25 Eagle In a dogfight. 
Mlg-25 Foxbats are not dogfighters. 

On the ground, Saguy said the 
Russians have supplied Syria with at 
least 100 of their new T-72 tanks. 

Neither the T-72s nor the Mig-25 
Foxbats have been supplied to the 
Warsaw Pact nations, according to 
the authoritative International 
Institute for Strategic Studies in Lon¬ 
don. 

Saguy also revealed that recent 
aerial photographs have shown 
. Palestinian terrorist positions inside 
the area of South Lebanon controlled 
by UN forces.

Saguy said that there are 
500 to 700 terrorists dug in in rein¬ 
forced positions in the UN zone." - 

He said that Chief of Staff Rafael 
Eltan had shown detailed aerial 
photographs disclosing the Palesti¬ 
nian presence to Gen. Enslo 
Siilasvuo, coordinator of the UN 
Interim Force in Lebanon 
(UNIFIL). at a meeting in Tel Aviv 
last week. 

A UN spokesman in Jerusalem 
confirmed that Siilasvuo bad been 
shown the photographs, but would 
not comment further. 

Saguy discounted foreign news 
reports tha t Syria is planning to pull 
some of its 80,000 troops out of 
Lebanon. 

"Syria has a Jong history of 
association with Lebanon and now 
has a high Investment in soldiers and 
equipment in the country and It is 
most unlikely that Syria will decide 
to leave without some substantial 
achievement there," Saguy said.

Carter went on television on Mon¬ 
day night to give bis answer to the 
presence of Soviet troops, making it 
clear he had failed in negotiations to 
win any guarantees that the troops 
would be withdrawn. 

The details of the Guant an a m o ex¬ 
ercise were revealed shortly after 
the president’s 20 -minute speech. 

A key U.S. senator said Carter's 
actions were not enough to ensure 
Senate approval of the .Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty (SALT II) 
with the Soviet Union. 

The president said in his broadcast 
that he bad significant assurances 
from “the highest levels of the Soviet 
government" that the troops would 
not he used to threaten other nations. 

But Senator Frank Church, chair¬ 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, said the Soviet 
assurances were not enough and 
added that the Senate would still in¬ 
sist on withdrawal. 

Carter outlined a series of U.S. 
military steps, highlighted by the 
Marine amphibious assault exercise 
at Guantanamo Intended, to hold 
Moscow to its word. ’ 

Carter said Moscow bad repeated 
In a series of negotiations conducted 
by Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, 
that the 2,000 to 3,000 troops iden¬ 
tified by U.S. officials as a combat 
brigade were only a training unit. 

He said they promised not to 
change this status or to enlarge the 
unit or give it additional capabilities. 
U.S. officials said this particularly 


meant that it would not be given air 
or sealift capability. 

Carter said the Soviet Union had 
also pre mi sed that their personnel in 
-Cuba would not threaten the U.S. or 
other nations. 

But he safd, "We shall not rest on 
these Soviet statements alone," and 
proposed U.S. actions including: 

• Establishing a permanent Carib¬ 
bean joint task force headquarters 
at Key West, Florida, near Cuba, to 
conduct manoeuvres and command 
UJ5. military operations in case of 
"any attempted military encrpach- 
zhent in the region." 

• Increased military manoeuvres 
in the area,;starting with the "rein¬ 
forcement exercise" which officials 
said would show U.S. determination 
to remain at Guantanamo despite 
Castro's demands that it get out. 

• Stepped up surveillance, in¬ 
cluding resumption of spy-plane 
overflights suspended in 1977 "if' 
they seem to be called for,” the of¬ 
ficials said.

CAIRO. — American civil rights 
leader JeBse Jackson last night left 
here for Beirut declaring that Egyp¬ 
tian President Anwar Sadat had ask¬ 
ed him to propose to Palestine 
Liberation Organization leader 
Yasser Arafat a PLO cease-fire with 
Zsrael. 

This would be the first publicly dis¬ 
closed message from Sadat to the 
PLO leader since the September 1978 
Camp David accords. 

After his second meeting in two 
days with the Egyptian leader, 
Jackson quoted Sadat as saying that 
the PLO’s insistence on terrorism 
and its refusal to recognize Israel 
are major impediments to peace. 

‘Sadat said this was the critical 
moment for a cease-fire with Israel 
and the repercussions of such an act 
would be like his visit to Jerusalem 
hi 1977," Jackson told reporters out¬ 
side Sadat's Nile-side home after an 
hour meeting. 

Jackson reported that Sadat felt 
“the PLO should assess its position 
in light of its Increasing Inter¬ 
national acceptance and use 
diplomacy instead of warfare." 

Jackson said he had accepted an 
offer from Sadat to use the Egyptian 
leader’s private jet to fly to Beirut, 
from which he will drive to 


Damascus to meet with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad. 

"Sadat certainly encouraged the 
meeting with Assad," Jackson said. 
"He said this was a critical moment, 
with momentum building for the 
Palestinian cause." 

After his meeting with Assad. 
Jackson is scheduled to return to 
Beirut for a meeting with the PLO 
executive committee which has been 
preparing a document for Jackson 
that outlines the PLO position on es¬ 
tablishing a dialogue with the U.S. 

"We asked Arafat to reassess, 
reconsider, reconvene his executive 
council and state what he wanted." 
Jackson said. 

Jackson is to return to Cairo early 
tomorrow on the presidential plane 
and then fly to New York. He said he 
would probably not meet Sadat 
again on this trip. (Reuter. AP)

soldiers began to search the truck. 

As soon as they lifted the canvas 
covering the cargo, the searchers 
found 28 thousand boxes of Imported 
cigarettes worth IL800.000 in Israel. 

This haul of smuggled merchan¬ 
dise from Lebanon into Israel, which 
took place about two weeks ago, was 
not the first. During recent months 
IDF authorities, cooperating with 
Major Sa'ad Haddad's men. have 
captured smuggled goods worth 
millions of pounds. Smuggled items 
include television sets, electric 
appliances, cigarettes, alcoholic 
drinks and drugs. 

Haddad's men estimate that the 
captured goods are only the "tip of 
the iceberg" and that the smuggling 
is no secret among the 100,000 South 
Lebanese residents. Many in¬ 
habitants could tell anyone about 
possibilities of purchasing goods 
without customs and how to transfer 
the goods to their destination. 

This widespread occupation has no 
supervision and constitutes a con¬ 
siderable source of income to the 
"Free Southern Lebanon." one of 
Haddad's men said. 

Haddad is hot pleased to have the 
area under his control known as a 
smuggling route to Israel. 

"Wo do all we can to prevent the 
smuggling. But people try to make 
easy money in any way they can." he 
said. "Wc are .-working with the 
Israeli army to slop the smuggling." 
He would not detail the steps he Is 


taking. 

Information given the Israel police 
by Interpol indicates that Cypnis is 
the source of goods smuggled from 
Southern Lebanon. According to this 
information, Cyprus has In the past 
year become a depot for stolen

A comfortable majority in the 
cabinet seems assured for the 
plan for monitoring the Sinai 
withdrawal hammered out with 
the U.S. last month, despite 
sharp opposition expressed by 
some ministers yesterday, when 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
outlined the proposal. 

The cabinet will at its coming ses¬ 
sion complete its discussion and vote 
on the proposal, which gives the U.S. 
a key role in supervising the 

pullback. 

Dayan had briefed Premier 
Menahem Begin on the draft 
proposal on Sunday morning, well 
before yesterday's cabinet session, 
and presumably the Premier en¬ 
dorsed the plan. 

In a lengthy exposition Dayan told 
the cabinet that although the draft 
proposal that he and Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman worked out 
with U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance is in essence a temporary 
arrangement, it represents a very 
significant advance in the American 
position. 

Two months ago, Dayan noted in 
his outline, the U.S. had nothing to 
offer. It said then that since there is 
no possibility of setting up an UN 
force or a multi-national force, the 
only body which can monitor the 
withdrawal is the UN Truce Supervi¬ 
sion Organization. Israel turned this 
idea down, he noted, since UNTSO 
did not have a mandate for such mis¬ 
sions. and would not be effective 
anyway. 

Dayan said that because of what 
the U.S. described as objective 
reasons, the idea of a UN force or a 
multi-national force is being post¬ 
poned. Meanwhile, the U.S. has 
agreed that a vacuum must not be 
left in the peninsula since the Israeli 
withdrawal from Sinai is going 
forward, stage by stage. The U.S. is 
therefore willing to assume respon- 
sibllity for monitoring the 
withdrawal and the defence 
arrangements, he said. 

Dayan said that Washington has 
agreed to make the Sinai Field Mis¬ 
sion the lynchpin of the monitoring 
process and increase its active 
strength to 200 men. The SFM will 
assume responsibility, but it will 
also make use of the manpower and 
resources of UNTSO which is 
already deployed in the area and 
whose strength will also be in¬ 
creased. 

The Sinai Field Mission was 
originally set up in the Sinai dis¬ 
engagement of forces process, which 
followed the 1973 Tom Kippur War. 
to maintain electronic monitoring of 
the forces on each side and their 
movements. 

Dayan safd that while the SFM and 
UNTSO will monitor deployment of 
forces on land, the U.S. will also 
maintain a regular aerial supervi¬ 
sion over the desert. 

As the IDF moves east according 
to the Camp David agreements, the 
buffer zone between the IDF and the 
closest Egyptian forces will be 


supervised by joint Israel-Egyptian 
military patrols. Dayan said that the 
necessary schedule for such joint 
patrols will be worked out directly 
between the general headquarters of 
both armies. 

Originally, when Begin and Egyp¬ 
tian President Anwar Sadat con¬ 
ferred at their Haifa summit, Egypt 
was willing to let these joint military 
patrols scour the zone of limited 
forces described as "Zone B" in 
which Egypt is allowed to keep 4.000 
men carrying light weapons. But 
Egypt has since changed Its mind, 
Dayan reported. 

The foreign minister said that In 
April 1981, 12 months before Israel 
pulls its last soldiers out of "Zone 
C," Israel, Egypt and the U.S. had 

agreed to confer together on the 
prospects of going forward with the 
original Camp David plan, which 
was to have a UN force or a multi¬ 
national force monitor the peace, 
operating specifically in "Zone C." 

(In "Zone C," which is between 20- 
40 kro wide, according to Camp 
David Egypt may maintain lightly- 
armed civilian police and run only 
civilian ports and airfields.) 

Dayan said Vance told him that if 
the April 2981 conference did not 
produce a UN force or a multi¬ 
national force, the U.S. administra¬ 
tion would ask Congress for permis¬ 
sion to extend the mandate of the 
Sinai Field Mission beyond the final 
IDF withdrawal. 

He said that he took a positive view 
of the increasing American Involve¬ 
ment in peace keeping In the Middle 
East, an involvement which began in 
1975, and has since been con¬ 
siderably intensified. Such a U.S. in¬ 
volvement is far better, by all ac¬ 
counts, than the presence of troops 
from countries like Brazil, 
Yugoslavia or Nigeria, whose 
governments might put them in and 
take them out for their own reasons, 
and who are under the orders of the 
UN secretary-general, Dayan said. 

In the discussion, five ministers 
criticized the Sinai arrangements 
with varying degrees of disapproval. 

David Levy (Immigration and 
Housing) said the Israeli public 
would feeJ Jet down and would not 
support the proposal because it had 
expected something different, on the 
basis of the Camp David 
agreements. 

Zevulun Hammer (Education) 
said that the Camp David 
agreements had been devalued. 
Dayan and Weizman had been sent 
to Washington with a brief to de¬ 
mand that the U.S. honour its com¬ 
mitment to form a multi-lateral 
force if a UN force is not viable. But 
they had made do with less. 
Hammer said. 

Yitzhak Moda'i (Energy) said that 
the prospect of e. multi-national force 
for 1982 is still as tenuous as it is to¬ 
day. 

Ariel Sharon (Agriculture) said 
tnat if the April 1981 consultation 
proved fruitless, Israel should an¬ 
nounce it Is halting Its pullback. 

Balm Landan (Transport) said the 
time to halt the IDF withdrawal is

Gold climbs, dollar falls 


LONDON (Reuter). — The rush for 
gold continued yesterday, pushing 
the metal's price to a record high of 
$426 an ounce here as confidence in 
the dollar crumbled. 

Gold was fixed at $437 an ounce in 
the morning on the bey London 
bullion market, an increase of $24 
over Monday's closing price and the 
biggest one-day rise ever registered. 

Afternoon trading yesterday was 
frantic, dealers said, forcing a 
record number of price fluctuations 
before the metal's value was fixed at 
$428. 'Diey attributed the $11 drop 
over the morning to nervous trading 
and profit taking. 

While gold fever raged, the dollar 
tumbled to some of its worst Euro¬ 
pean levels since U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter was forced to rescue 
the U.S. currency. 

In early trading, the dollar fell to 


1.7265 marks before Bundesbank 


support lifted its value to around 
1.7450 marks. 

The dollar took a beating against 
most other European currencies, in¬ 
cluding the Swiss franc, but 
recovered in later trading through 
firm intervention by centra) banks, 
dealers reported.

Alignment MK Ze'ev Katz yester¬ 
day denounced as contrary to time- 
honoured Zionist principles the 
government's plan to sell 100,000 
dunams of state land to private 
buyers. 

He was speaking at the special 
Knesset session convened at the 
Alignment's request. Housing 
Minister David LEvy replied for the 
government, and the Alignment's 
motion was struck from the agenda 
in the vote that followed. 

The Alignment also presented a se¬ 
cond motion for the agenda, this on 
■'the government's economic policy 
and its significance for the produc¬ 
tive sector." 

Katz said that the conviction of the 
early Zionist leaders that national 
land should never be sold, but only 
leased, had its Inspiration In the 
biblical injunction: “And the land 
shall not be sold In perpetuity.” This 
rule has been observed by the Jewish 
National Fund from its Inception, 
and in i960 was incorporated In the 
first article of the Basic Law: State 
Lands, Katz said. 

It was not the little man who would 
benefit from the government's land 
sales, but speculators and financial 
organizations, Katz continued. He 
asked whether land would be sold to 
the highest bidder. 

Katz said there was no shortage of 
building land in Galilee, the Negev, 
the Golan or the Jordan Valley, and 
the failure of the government to con¬ 
struct housing in those areas was 
due to distorted priorities. 

As Levy mounted the rostrum to 
reply. Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon, who had listened to Katz' 
speech, rose from his seat at the 
cabinet table and left the chamber. 
Last week, Sharon found himself a 
minority of one at the cabinet 
meeting that decided that all state 
lands designated for building should 
be turned over to the Housing 

Mi nistry. _ 

Levy said that “a law is not 
forever.” The Knesset had enacted 
the Basic Law: State Lands, and the 
Knesset could amend it. The 
cabinet's decision was definitely 


aimed at helping the little man, he 
said, and it was a distortion to in¬ 
sinuate that only “certain In¬ 
dividuals” would benefit. 

The minister ridiculed the princi¬ 
ple of “lease' but don’t sell." There 
were 4P-y ear-leases and 99-year 
leases, but these were renewed 
automatically. The government 
wanted to put an end to that “anoma¬ 
ly he said. 

Levy added that the ministry was 
stymied because it needed approval 
of the district director of the State 
Lands Administration before it could 
build. The new plan would free it 
from this dependence and enable it 
to make long-term plans. 

Xmri Ron iAlignment-Mapami: 
“How will you prevent the Saudis 
from buying land through third par¬ 
ties?" 

Levy: "How do you prevent it 
now? The ministerial committee will 
lay down guidelines." . 

Levy moved that the motion be 
struck from the agenda, and the 
coalition factions did so. with the 
support of Shal. Of the opposition 
parties, only Shell backed the Align¬ 
ment In voting that the motion be 
referred to committee. The Com¬ 
munists, Banal (Land of Israel 
Loyalists), and Gideon Hausner 
(Independent Liberals) abstained. 

The second Alignment motion was 
presented by Amos Hadar, who call¬ 
ed for a freeze on hiring in the ser¬ 
vice branches so that manpower 
could be directed to production. The 
import of seasonal workers should 
be avoided, and school pupils should 
be mobilized for the work instead. 
Hadar said. 

Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Patt agreed that the 
Knesset hold a debate on the subject. 

He said that concrete proposals 
already before the government call 
for easing Income tax for production 
workers, and that these proposals 
would not go counter to the income 
tax reform that abolished such in¬ 
centives. 

Among these proposals, Patt said, 
is one of his own which would give 
material benefits to government 
workers who switched to production 
Jobs.

(CoaUnaed from page 1) 
merchandise. Loot Is stored in 
Cypriot warehouses and factories 
where authorities don't ask many 
questions. 

A document produced by an in¬ 
vestigator for a large British in¬ 
surance company, which reached 
Scotland Yard and then Interpol, 
concludes that Laraaca port serves 
as a giant stolen goods market. Lar- 
naca resembles a meeting place of 
pirates more than a 20th century 
port town, it was said. 

Haddad's men state that the 
largest stolen goods buyers are 
Lebanese citizens and Palestinian 
terrorists. One of Haddad's men said 
that the terrorists buy the stolen 
goods cheaply and bring It to Beirut 
by sea. 

He added that some of the largest 
buyers of stolen goods are soldiers of 
the Syrian army, who buy all kinds 
of merchandise cheaply and take it 
to their country. Other buyers arc 
residents of Southern Lebanon, from 
whom part of the merchandise goes 
through the Good Fence to Israel. 

An officer in the Israeli police told 
The Jrruunlctn Post that the 
National Police Headquarters in 
Jerusalem has recently decided to 
take joint action with the army to 
eliminate the smuggling. 

The officer said that last week 
policemen near Melulla stopped and 
searched a large group of Southern 
Lebanese residents who work in 
IsrAcl. Some of the workers possess¬ 
ed contraband alcoholic beverages 
and cigarettes. 

•*Wc arc aware of the smuggling 
and will do everything to eliminate 
it,” the officer said. He added that it 
will be a difficult battle due to the 
open border and the strong tempta¬ 
tion of easy profits.

WASHINGTON. — The State 
Department yesterday Insisted that 
the U.S. is still negotiating with Jor¬ 
dan for the sale of advanced M-60 
tanks. 

The statement followed King 
Hussein's assertion over the 
weekend that Jordan had decided 
against the sale because of accom¬ 
panying conditions attached by 
Washington. 

Hussein, appearing on ABC's 
"Issues and Answers," said that Jor¬ 
dan had decided instead to purchase 
Chieftain tanks from Britain, which 
is not imposing any limitations on 
their use. 

Well-placed U.S. sources yester¬ 
day explained the apparent dis¬ 
crepancy by insisting that Jordan 
had always Intended to purchase a 
"mix" of American, British and 
possibly other tanks. A Jordanian 
decision to buy Chieftains, the 
sources said, does not necessarily 


rule out the purchase of U.S. tanks at 
a later date. 

Hussein was particularly upset by 
Washington's Insistence that any 
future M-60a provided to Jordan 
result in the removal of the same 
number of older M-48 or other tanks 
from the Jordanian arsenal. 

Hussein also complained that 
Washington is trying to delay final 
delivery of the sale for five years, 
and that the U.S. la refusing to in¬ 
clude certain advanced weapons 
systems as part of the package. 

The administration is seeking 
strict conditions largely because of 
potentially strong opposition in 
Congress to the entire transaction. 
Israel has protested against the 
proposed transaction, arguingthat it : 
endangers the current balance of 
power along its eastern border. 

U.S. sources said yesterday that 
Jordan is still “very interested” in 
the tanks, but is "playing tough" for 
bargaining purposes. 


Palestinian claims of invitation 
to Moscow Olympics denied

As of last night, two separate 
groups of Palestinians were claim¬ 
ing invitations to attend the 1980 
Olympic Games in Moscow, and two 
separate sources from the Inter¬ 
national Olympics Committee were 
denying that any such invitation is 
possible. 

An International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee (IOC) spokesman said yester¬ 
day he was astonished by reports 
that a Palestinian sports body had 
been Invited to send a team to the 
1980 games. 

"Invitations to the Olympic 
Games are sent to national Olympic 
committees, but there Is no Palesti¬ 
nian Olympic committee among the 
135 such bodies recognized by the 
IOC. And as far as I know there has 
been no request for recognition by 
any such Palestinian committee,” 
the spokesman said. 

He said the Soviet organizing com • 
mittee was responsible for sending 
out invitations to the Moscow 
Games, but invitations were not due 
to be issued until January. 

One invitation to the Palestinians 
was announced in Beirut by a 
spokesman for the Palestine Libera¬ 
tion Organization, who said it had 
been sent to its "Higher Palestinian 
Council for Sports and Youth." 

The IOC spokesman commented. 
"This sounds like a governmental 
body, and we do not deal with 
governments." 


In Gaza last night. George 
Rashmawi told The Jerusalem Post 
that in his capacity as chairman of 
the Palestine Basketball Associa¬ 
tion, he had received an invitation to 
take 100 Palestinian delegates to 
Moscow. 

He said the invitation had been 
sent to him by an Olympic organiz¬ 
ing committee vice-president in 
Moscow named Smirnov, via the 
International Basketball Association 
in Munich last May. 

Palestinians have been members 
of the latter organization since 1963 
and Rashmawi intends to attend its 
congress at the next Olympics. 

Rashmawi said that the Invitation 
apparently was for participating in 
the opening and closing ceremonies 
of the games. 

Meanwhile, Israel Olympic Com¬ 
mittee president Yitzhak Ofek in¬ 
formed The Post that his organiza¬ 
tion yesterday had received an 
assurance from International Olym¬ 
pic Committee head Lord KUlauin 
that it was not possible that 

Palestine (Gaza) had been Invited to 
Moscow, as the International body 
recognizes only states with national 
Olympic committees. 

Ofek said that Israel's four-man 
boxing team for Moscow Includes 
two Arabs, one from Nazareth and 
the second from Lod. He added that 
the Israeli group had established 
very cordial relations with the Olym¬ 
pic Games organizing committee in 
Moscow. 


Avnery finds PLO more moderate now 


TEL AVTV (Itim). — The prospects 
of peace between Israel and the 
Palestinians would be most en¬ 
couraging if Israel's position had ad¬ 
vanced as much as the PLO'a has. 
MK Uri Avnery said yesterday 
following his return from a Rome 
conference attended by official PLO 
delegates. 

Speaking at a press conference 
here, Avnery explained that the 
Israeli delegation's purpose was to 
encourage the PLO's moderate 
wing. Palestinians at the conference 
included "foreign.minister" Farouk 
Knddoumi's deputy Ahmed Sidki 
Dajanl and Fatah central committee 
accrciaryJKajd Abu Sh arar. 

Dajanl told the press in Rome, 
Avnery said, that the Palestine 
National Covenant had been dis¬ 
torted by Israel. It did not call for 


Israel's destruction, the PLO leader 
said, but for a democratic secular 
state. Israel rejected the Idea, so the 
PLO had now proposed a state in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip, he went 
on, but Israel was rejecting that 
solution, too. 

(On his return to Beirut last week 
Dajanl issued a statement denying 
he had met with Avnery or had dis¬ 
cussed the recognition of Israel.) 

Avnery and Dr. Ya’acov Aman, 
former director-general of the 
Finance Ministry and another 
member of the delegation, said that 
the altiludc of Arab delegates at the 
conference toward the Israeli par¬ 
ticipants had been warm. Dozens of 
conversations were held between 
them and the Palestinians, they add¬ 
ed.

Starting this month six instead of 
four movies will be broadcast on 
Israel TV each month, as the Broad¬ 
casting Authority tries to break the 
film distributors' boycott of Israel 
TV. 

Authority Director-General Yosef 
Lapld announced yesterday that he 
is opening a “public struggle" 
against the association of cinema 
owners in Israel, which refuses to do 
business with foreign distributors 
unless they decline to sell recent 
movies to Israel TV. Lapld has hired 
an unnamed Washington lawyer to 
begin legal proceedings against the 
American firms that cooperate with 
the boycott. The Ministry of In¬ 
dustry, Trade and Tourism has an¬ 
nounced that it is now studying the 
legality of the cinema association's 
attempts at monopolizing the film 


market. 

"In the near future we wifi enable 
the public to save money and the ef¬ 
fort involved in getting to a cinema 
by providing people with good film* 
at home," Lapid said. In addition to 
the Wednesday night movie, a film 
will be shown every other Monday 
night. 

“Alei Koteret (Behind the 
Headlines)" will go off the air in a 
month, when host Yoram London is 
scheduled to leave the programme, 
the director-general said. A new 
interview-plus-entertainment show 
will take its place a few weeks later, 
but its interviews will deal less with 
hard news and more with 
background and human interest. 

"Kolbotek," the top-rated TV con¬ 
sumer affairs programme will 
return on Tuesday. October 30, at 
8.30 p.m.. now that a new producer 
has been found. 


Budget cut for emissaries

The Jewish Agency and the World 
Zionist Organization budget for sen¬ 
ding emissaries abroad will be cut 
by 20 per cent — but that will not 
necessarily reduce the number of 
emissaries by the same proportion. 

The Zionist Executive yesterday 
voted unanimously in favour of the 
cut, following recommendations 
from the Executive's committee on 
savings and efficiency. The cutback 
was deemed necessary because of 
increased costs and decreased 
collections by the United Jewish 
Appeal and Keren Hayesod. 

The decision will not necessarily 


mean that one-fifth of the 520 WZO 
and Agency emissaries funded by 
their various departments or the ad¬ 
ditional 200 paid for by other bodies 
will be dismissed. The Agency and 
WZO will try to get local Jewish com¬ 
munities abroad to finance the 
emissaries who work in their Jewish 
community centres and other 
facilities. 

Agency director-general Shmuel 
Lahis. who had recommended a 50 
per cent cut In the number of 
emissaries, said that sWihim should 
be sent out for a shorter period than 
the existing two or three years. 
Emissaries may also serve more 
than one department at a. time. 


Free greenery for Succot

The Succot holiday, which begins 
on Friday night, promises to be a 
happy one for all except the 
trees which, as usual, are being 
despoiled to provide the green cover¬ 
ing for the booths after which the 
holiday is named. 

For those who don’t want to harm 
trees, the foliage is available free at 
30 distribution points throughout 
Jerusalem. The spots are listed on 
municipal information boards and 
tbe distribution will take place today 
and tomorrow from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

The greens are provided to the 
municipalities and large institutions 
by the Jewish National Fund, which 
uses the opportunity to prune the 
trees throughout its forests. 
However, a JNF official admitted 
that the supply often runs out early. 

Meanwhile, the JNF spokesman 
said that by law all trees, throughout 
the country, are protected, and one 
must obtain permission from the 
JNF before cutting them. But he 
added that it is virtually impossible 


to patrol forests containing 3 million 
trees. 

In one attempt to save some trees, 
the Nature Protection Society has 
sprayed paint on the branches of 
palm trees in the South, specially 
prized both for covering and as one 
of the four species blessed on the 
Succot holiday. But in Tel Aviv, van¬ 
dals managed to completely 
defoliate the palms In Wolfson Park 
along the seashore even before Yom 
Kippur. 

Sale of the four species will take 
place at a special fair in Jerusalem, 
opening today from 10.30 to 6 and 
continuing till Friday. But for the 
Ultra-Orthodox, the place to go is still j 
the area around Mea She'arim, 
where a perfect etrog can cost up to 
na.ooo. 

In Tel Aviv, local residents will be 
able to celebrate Succot in a central 
succn which will be erected in Kikar 
Malchei Yisrael. Tel Aviv's chief 
rabbis,. Mayor Shlomo Lahat, his 
deputies and other city dignitaries 
will receive citizens every evening 
starting October 6 at 7 p.m.

“This phenomenon Is all the more 
distressing if it occurs under the 
pretext of internal security or the 
need to preserve apparent peace,” 
the pope said. 

The pope also charged that some 
governments, which subscribe to the 
UN Declaration of Human Rights, 
treat some of their people as second- 
or third-class citizens when they 
tried to exercise their rights to 
freedom of thought and expression, 
religion and conscience. 

On the Middle East, the pope Im¬ 
plicitly gave his partial endorsement 
to the Camp David agreement of 
September last year between Israel 
and Egypt, bat he stressed that he 
hoped for a wider settlement. 

“While being prepared to 
recognize the value of any concrete 
step or attempt made to settle the 
conflict. I want to recall that it would 
have no value if it did not truly repre¬ 
sent the 'first stone' of a general 
overall peace in the area,” he 
declared. 

This peace, he added, "cannot fall 
to Include the consideration and just 
settlement of the Palestinian 
question.” 

The pope, reaffirming established 
Vatican policy, also expressed the 
hope "for a special statute that, un¬ 
der international guarantees, would 
respect the particular nature of 
Jerusalem." 

Jerusalem, the pope said, had a 
heritage which was sacred to 
millions of believers of Judaism, 
Christianity and Islam. 

Also ■ involved in a Middle East 
settlement was "the question of the 
tranquillity, independence and 
territorial integrity of Lebanon 


within the formula that has made ft 
an example of peaceful coexistence 
between different communities." 

In an appeal to end the arms race. 

. John Paul declared that continuous 
preparations for war "show that 
there is a desire to be ready for war. 
and being ready means being able to

This involved a terrible risk: and 
the pope asked: “In whose political 
Interest can It ever be to have 
another war?"

Blum welcomes 
pope’s peace call

Weizman, Meshel in truce 
over air base construction

TEL AVIV. — Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman and Hlatadrut Secretary- 
General Yeroham Meshel yesterday 
shook hands In the Knesset, relieving 
some of the tension between them, 
which led last week to a shouting 
match at a meeting in Tel Aviv. 

But most of the differences over 
the construction of the two Negev air 
bases by American contractors 
remained unresolved. 

Weizman has been arguing that the 
U.S. must supervise the construction 
as it sees fit, and that Israel, if It in¬ 
tervenes, could be blamed for any 
delays in finishing the bases. Meshel 
Is concerned that the Thai and Por¬ 
tuguese workers to be brought in for 
the jobs will be exploited. 

Meshel seemed to achieve some 
degree of understanding with the 


Americans during a two-hour hznCh 
yesterday with Defence Ministry 
director-general Yosef Ma'ayan. 
U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis and 
the embassy's labour attache, Irwin 
Rubensteln. 

According to tbe understanding, 
the labour federation would be given 
some say over conditions of employ¬ 
ment for the foreign labourers. The 
Defence Ministry and the Histsdrtrt 
would be permitted to examine the 
memorandum of agreement between 
one of the American contractors and 
Thailand's emigration authorities 
regarding their 1,500 citizens. (Tbe 
agreement concerning the Por¬ 
tuguese workers could be examined 
at a later date.) 

The understanding is still subject 
to approval by Weizman and the 
Hlatadrut Central Committee.

The U-S. Is paving 
the way for Egypt to violate the ac¬ 
cords when It suited Egypt to do so, 
Landau charged, adding that Dayan 
and Weizman are accessories before 
the fact. 

At this point, Dayan Is reported to 
have told Landau: "Stop babbling, 
my unlearned friend." 

Landau is known to have called 
Dayan to order a few times in recent 
cabinet sessions, for what he 
described as a "lack of consistency" 
in the foreign minister’s 
declarations and actions.

Plastic pipes a feast 
for hungry bird, beast

HAIFA. — Israel's wildlife has 
developed & voracious appetite for 
the pi astic irrigation pipes now wide¬ 
ly used instead of metal pipes. 

One of the chief suspects is the 
jSyrian woodpecker, a protected 
species led on by the vain hope of fin¬ 
ding insects in the pipes. Apparently 
.the echo produced by drumming on 
the pipes is similar to that made by 
trees rich in bugs. 

But the chief biologist of the 
Nature Reserves Authority, Aviva 
iRabinovitch, told The Jerusalem 
Poet that the bird "should not be con¬ 
sidered a criminal just because it 
operates in daylight.'* . 

More serious offenders are wild 
canines, Rabinovitch said. They 
appear to find the plastic tasty. Like 
the woodpecker, canines are a 
protected species. 

Canines and boars are responsible 
for the- principal damage. 
Rabinovitch said, and "the authority 
is prepared to act immediately in 
every case of damage reported by 
farmers." 

Sometimes farmers simply forget 
to close the gates to their orchards or 
fields. When it Is established that

wild boars are Involved, the authori¬ 
ty sends someone to shoot them or 
Issues special hunting licences to the 
farmers, she explained. 

In every case, farmers should br¬ 
ing the damaged pipe to the authori¬ 
ty immediately to check the type of 
animal involved. 

Authority experts, meanwhile, are 
working on preventive measures, 
such as painting the black pipes with 
a colour that puts off the animals, or 
smearing them with substances 
whose taste and odour are repulsive 
to the predators. 

Even if some woodpeckers are in¬ 
volved in these subversive activities, 
they help fanners more than hinder 
them, Rabinovitch stressed. The in¬ 
sects they eat (when they peck in the 
right places) are very harmful to 
trees. 

Woodpecker populations have in¬ 
creased recently, because their 
natural enemies are being shot and 
poisoned, she said. When 
woodpeckers are found responsible 

for pipe damage, scarecrows can be 
brought in, pipes can be concealed, 
or the birds can be frightened off 
with rattles or shooting in the air. 
Killing them is forbidden by law. 

One solution that has been 
suggested Is placing bits of surplu® 
plastic pipes in the fields and Setting 
woodpeckers go to work un¬ 
disturbed. Biologists estimate that 
after a few frustrating months the 
birds will learn to differentiate 
between real tree branches that 
offer insect feasts and sterile plastic 
pipes that only sound as though they 
do. So far farmers have not given the 
woodpeckers enough of an oppor¬ 
tunity to learn their lesson, preferr¬ 
ing to eliminate them, lawfully or 
otherwise. 


Arabs in Triangle seek 
right to solicit money

A call by heads of Arab local coun¬ 
cils in central Israel to raise 
'money in Arab countries Is nothing 
more than a tactic designed to 
pressure the Interior Ministry, 
government officials believe. 

Sources in tiie office of the prime 
minister's adviser on Arab affairs, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that the call Issued at a meeting In 
Qalansuwa on Monday did not in¬ 
dicate "any serious Intention" to 
conduct fund-raising activities in the 
Arab world. 

Their assessment, they said, is 
that the suggestion Is intended to 
frighten the ministry into giving 
more grants and loans for Arab 
village development. 

’. The sources added that it is 
"unthinkable" that the government 
would allow Arab citizens to accept 
contributions from states which do 
not recognize or are at war with 
Israel. They also doubted any Arab 


country would permit such activity 
anyway. 

■ The only possibility of fund-raising 
would be during the yearly 
pilgrimage to Mecca, the sources 
noted, but said that it is unlikely that 
the Saudis would allow Israeli Arabs 
to seek cash there. 

Observers believe that the demand 
on Monday is designed to show that 
the Arab citizens of the Triangle 
area can be just as militant as their 
colleagues in the Galilee. 

The demand to allow fund-raising 
In Arab countries comes against a 
background of internal bickering In 
the National Committee of Arab 
Councils between pro- and anti- 
Rakah elements. It was represen¬ 
tatives of the latter faction who met 
at Qalansuwa. 

The incident was reported on the 
front page of the East Jerusalem 
daily "Al-Quds" yesterday. The 
story was headlined, "Arab local 
councils in Israel threaten to de¬ 
mand support from the Arab coun¬ 
tries."

Callaghan’s political future at stake 


LONDON (UPI). — British opposi¬ 
tion Labour Party leader and former 
prime minister James Callaghan 
battled yesterday for hla political life 
as he tried to stave off left-wing 
challenges on three key issues at the 
Labour Party conference In 
Brighton. 

At stake were the party's position 
on the method of choosing the par¬ 
ty's leader, the drafting of party 
election manifestos, and the selec¬ 
tion of party members of parlia¬ 
ment. 

The Increasingly strong Labour 
left-wing, led by former energy 
minister Tony Berm, has proposed 
sweeping changes widely held to 


favour leftists on all three Issues. 

After fierce discussion on Monday 
night, two key trade unions reported¬ 
ly pledged to support Callaghan on 
the leadership and manifesto Issues. 

Despite this,. political observers 
said Callaghan “looked to be doomed 
as Labour leader” and called 
Callaghan's speech to the conference 
yesterday “the most critical speech 
of his life.” 

Leftists argue that the proposed 
changes would mean a policy and 
leadership more representative of 
party membership and thus would 
avert election, defeats such as that 
suffered last May. 



Arafat to Ankara 

ANKARA (Reuter). — Palestine 
Liberation Organization leader 
Yasser Arafat wttl pay a one-day 
visit to Turkey on Friday, the. 
Turkish foreign ministry said yester¬ 
day. 

Arafat was invited by Prime 
Minister Bulent Ecevit when Turkey 
and the FLO signed an accord In 
Ankara last August providing for the 
opening of a PLO mission in the 
Turkish capital. The official opening 
of the mission took place last Thurs¬ 
day. 


Moscow, Tokyo in dispute over islands Race track homicide 


In an effort to trace the man who 
so far has eluded 290 top police work¬ 
ing daily on the case, police directing 
the search from this north England 
industrial town said they have issued 
giant posters carrying samples of 
the ripper's handwriting and appeals 
from police for anyone identifying It 
to call them. 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Japanese- 
Soviet relations, chilled for the past 
year, plunged to a new low yesterday 
when Moscow rejected a protest 
against its military presence on 
strategic north Pacific Islands 
claimed by Japan. 

Soviet Ambassador Dmitri 
Polyansky, called to the Foreign 
Ministry after a cabinet meeting 
decided to lodge the protest, rejected 
the complaint outright, according to 
Japanese officials. 

They said Polyansky termed the 
protest a rude interference in the 
Soviet Union's Internal affairs, thus 
repeating Moscow's stand that the 


four islands it has occupied since 
1946 are Soviet territory. 

Defence Minister Ganrl 
Yam as hi La told yesterday's cabinet 
meeting that the Russians have a 
division of about 10,000 men, armed 
with tanks, large-calibre artillery 
guns, attack helicopters and anti¬ 
aircraft missiles and guns, on the 
islands. 

The islands are just north of 
Japan's northernmost main Island of 
Hokkaido. One of them, Kunasbiri, 
can be seen from the Japanese coast. 
Japan has called for the return of the 
Islands to Japan. 


Jobless Iranians demand work' 


TEHERAN (UPI). — Several hun¬ 
dred people demonstrated in front of 
the prime minister’s office for the se¬ 
cond consecutive day yesterday to 
demand jobs for the unemployed. 

The demonstrators marched on 
the office despite a government war¬ 
ning that all unauthorized protests 
'would be dealt with harshly. 

The demonstrators shouted 
slogans demanding the release of 
several people arrested ii\ Monday's 
rally, which was dispersed by 
revolutionary guards firing their 
automatic rifles into the air to scare 
the mob. 


Chief government spokesman 
Sadeq TabatabaJ said on Monday 
that government forces would arrest 
persons suspected of sparking off 
protests by. the unemployed and 
would "spare 'no means" to 
guarantee calm. 

More than three million people out 
or a work force of about 11 million 
are reported unemployed at the time 
the Islamic regime took. over in 
February. But government 
economists last week contested the 
figure, saying less than 100,00b had 
registered as unemployed. 


N. Koreans accused of fortifying DMZ 


PANMUNJOM, Korea (AP). — The 
UN Command yesterday accused 
North Korea of Illegally building 
another extensive barrier system in¬ 
side and across the length of the 241- 
km. Korean Demilitarized Zone. 

U.S. Rear Admiral Stephen 
Hostettler told the 390th meeting of 
the Military Armistice Commission 
in this Korean truce village that the 


system included ISO kzns. of new 
fence, already completed, capable of 
carrying a “man-killing, 3,300-volt 
charge of electricity.” 

The admiral, speaking for the 
command, presented photographic 
evidence during the four-hour ses¬ 
sion in which each side accused the 
other of violating the armistice 
agreement.

« Renewed U.S. guarantees that 
Moscow would be met with 
overwhelming U.S. military force if 
they attempt to use their combat 
troops on Cuba to threaten any na¬ 
tion in the hemisphere.' 

• Increased U.S. economic aid to 
Caribbean nations faced with social 
and political turmoil because of 
poverty. 

Carter said he had also directed 
the Pentagon to move ahead with 
plans to set up contingency forces 
that could be sent quickly anywhere 
in the world. 

Attempting to balance tough show- 
the-flag military steps with 
reassurances that the dispute was 
not a repeat of the 1962 Cuban mis¬ 
sile crisis. Carter said the Soviet 
troop presence “is certainly no 
reason for a return to the Cold War. ” 

He concluded his speech with a 
strong new appeal to the Senate to 
approve the SALT n treaty. 

“Politics and nuclear arsenals do 
not mix,” he said. "We must not play 
politics with the security of the U.S. 
(or with) the survival of the human 
race." 

Pentagon officials said the presi¬ 
dent had the full backing of the 
military Joint Chiefs of Staff. They 
said U.S. NATO allies had been in¬ 
formed of the moves in advance but 
had not been asked for their ap¬ 
proval. 

Asked about Carter's statement 
that Soviet troops would not be 
allowed to threaten-nations in this 
hemisphere, one senior official 
replied. “If they ever show any sign 
of trying to export a combat force in 
this area, we would stop it. We have 


overwhelming force In this area.” 

However, former secretary of 
state Henry Klsslngter yesterday in¬ 
dicated Carter did not go far enough 
in his response to the presence of 
Soviet troops in Cuba. 

“I think the key issue 1s that for the 
first time ever we have accepted a 
Soviet combat presence In the 
Western hemisphere,” Kissinger 
said on the NBC Today telecast. 

Kissinger said he did not want to se¬ 
cond guess Carter's tactics, but add¬ 
ed, “There Is no solution short of a 
stronger confrontation with the 
Soviets, but there are many kinds of 
confrontations. There are economic 
kind of measures we can take, there 
are many ways the United States has 
to show Its displeasure." 

Meanwhile, the Japanese govern¬ 
ment declined comment on Carter's 
speech, but the Foreign Ministry 
said it would “support any move" by 
the U.S. to keep the Issue from block¬ 
ing the SALT H treaty. 

Two of America's most Influential 
European allies, West Germany and 
France, said yesterday the issue of 
Soviet troops in Cuba was not impor¬ 
tant enough to warrant holding up. 
ratification of the SALT treaty. 

West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt, appearing in Bonn with 
French President Valery Glscard 
d'Eatalng, told reporters that both 
countries were concerned about the 
fate of the SALT agreement. 

"We also don't believe that the 
differences of opinion about certain 
troops in Cuba really affect the 
strategic world balance.” Schmidt 
said. "And for that reason, we don't 
believe that ratification should re¬ 
main neglected.” (UPI, Reuter, AP)

A NEW long-range p&ratroop strike 
force was used by France to 
overthrow Emperor Bokassa in the 
Central African Republic. It was the 
first aggressive operation by the 
force, which only two weeks before 
carried out Us first long-range exer¬ 
cise. a sbow of strength in the Shaba 
province at Zaire. 

"Operation Leapfrog." in which 
the paras secured the key points of 
Bokassa's capital. Bangui, in 10 
minutes — as President David 
Dacko flew in aboard a French Air 
Force cargo plane — marked a ma¬ 
jor change in French African policy. 

Instead of ad hoc arrangements, 
under which French-speaking black' 
states can call on French military 
aid, the strike force has been es¬ 
tablished to enforce French in¬ 
fluence in its former colonies on a 
permanent basis. Soon the force will 
be backed by tanks and heavy ar¬ 
tillery. 

Dacko, who was the first to reveal 
that the French troops carried out 
what he called "our Entebbe," says 
he is prepared to keep the French 
troops in his country for 10 years if

necessary. 

The new regime shares France’s 
concern that the popular opposition 
movement, the Patriotic Front — 
which was the main victim of the 
former emperor — will seek Soviet 
support through Libya and the Congo 
Republic to overthrow Dacko, a 
cousin of Bokassa and for three 
years confidential adviser to the 
overthrown tyrant. The Patriotic 
Front described the coup as a 
"colonial reconquest." 

THE NEW president’s apparent 
acceptance that France will supply a 
permanent anti-Soviet security force 
corresponds exactly with the French 
policy of trying to anticipate and pre¬ 
vent any attempt by Moscow to sub¬ 
vert black states — even before the 
threat is clear. 

Originally. French President 
Giscard d'Estaing offered black 
states military help only against In- 
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vasfon from outside. This was the 
reason for the two interventions In 
Zaire (when rebels came from 
Angola!, the stationing ot 2,500 men 
In Chad (because rebels were at¬ 
tacking from Libya), the military 
support for Mauritania fto ward off 
Polisarlo Front attacks within its 
frontiers) and the stationing of 6.000 
men in the East African enclave of 
Djibouti (threatened by both Ethio¬ 
pian and Somali terrorists). 

The experiences showed up 
political and military shortcomings, 
particularly in Zaire, where France 
acted late because intervention 
depended on a formal invitation, and 
the military did not have the capaci¬ 
ty to respond quickly or reinforce 
troops already landed. 

The Centra] African Republic 
operation shows how fast this is 
changing. Now that Giscard is 
prepared to take the political in¬ 
itiative, French forces are being 


given the capacity to stage lightning 
strikes. 

The key to the strike force consists 
of three regiments of marine 
paratroopers of the 11 th Parachute 
Division, who are kept on permanent 
standby. They were united as an in¬ 
tervention group in June wtth bat¬ 
talion command under a general. 
They will be backed by half a 
motorised brigade, which will in¬ 
clude tanks, other armoured 
vehicles and self-propelled heavy ar¬ 
tillery. 

The troops will be permanently 

based in southern France, making 
it easier to transport them by Tran- 
sall planes, whose range has been 
stretched to reach key points of 
former French West Africa. 

Equipped with the latest French 
weaponry and aircraft, the strike 
force will not have to undergo the 
embarrassment of the French 
Legionnaires in Kolwezi, who had to 


hire civilian jets and borrow 
parachutes from the Zaire army to 
carry out last year's rescue of Euro¬ 
pean mineworkerg. 

BEHIND THE establishment ol the 
strike force is French confidence that 
it will be allowed to use bases in 
black Africa and disappointment 
that a proposed all-Africa Interven¬ 
tion force i9 now considered unlikely. 

The Central African Republic 
operation depended to some extent 
on bases in Gabon and Chad, where 
troops returning from the show-of- 
force exercise in Shaba were rested 
before flying to Bangui- 

The Zaire exercise — a 7.000- 
kilometre hop to Kinshasa from 
France before joining up with 
French-trained Zaire paratroopers 
for the 1.GOO-kilomctrc flight to 
Kolwezi — proved the battle- 
readiness of the strike force, enabl¬ 
ing reinforcements for the Bangui 
coup to be flown direct from France 
to Central Africa, where the French 
are now the only armed force in the 
country.

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Israelis feted at festival

RED CARPETS were rolled out for 
the eight Israeli participants at the 
Cairo International Film Festival. 
They were wined, dined and treated 
like royalty by local VTPs and the 
Egyptian cinema industry. 

Only Elizabeth Taylor, who met 
the entire family of President Anwar 
Sadat and with Foreign Minister 
Mustapha Khalil, attracted more 
press coverage. 

Aharon Ipale, a former Israeli 
army officer, described his 10 days 
in Cairo as "an incredible ex¬ 
perience." The Moroccan-born ac¬ 
tor, who lives in Hollywood and 
recently starred In "The Im¬ 
migrants’* TV mini series, was 
seated next to Elizabeth Taylor on 
the festival's opening night. He was 
Invited for cocktails by UJEL Ambas¬ 
sador Alfred Atherton, temporarily 
adopted by one of Egypt’s top ac¬ 
tresses. and offered parts in several 
film and theatre productions. 

The formerly black-listed actor, 
whose film ’"Too Hot Tc Handle" 
was shown during the festival, sur¬ 
prised Egyptians and Israelis with 
his fine dancing abilities. He proved 
to be as good as John Travolta when 
the music called for the disco style 
and a competent partner for any 
number of belly dancers. 

One Israeli columnist, Hour 
Gelbitz. was overwhelmed by the 
Egyptians’ warmth: "It began from 
the moment I arrived at the airport. 
As soon as I said I was an Israeli, the 
Egyptians did everything possible to 
help me, one taxi driver was so hap¬ 
py to hear I was from Tel Aviv, he 
almost lost control of the car." 

GELBITZ was one of the few festival 
participants who was pleased be had 
already seen most of the films being 
screened — It gave him time to climb 
the Pyramids and meet Egyptians. 
After talking with local film people, 
Gelbitz concluded that the Egyptian 
and Israeli Industries would begin 
working together within a year. 

"I have heard that the United 
Herzliah studios are already offering 
to lend their technicians for an 
English film to be filmed in Egypt. I 
think foreign film companies will 
begin using Egyptian locations and 
Israeli ‘special services’." 

Journalists Dan and Edna 
Fainaru, who write for Ha'ol&m 
Hazeh and Daily Variety (Hollywood 
film Industry's trade paperj, were 
the first of the participants brave 
enough to "pick ourselves up, fly to 
Cairo, and collect the visas that film 
festival secretary Mary Ghadban 
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with meat and poultry,

assured us were waiting at the air¬ 
port." 

Not only were they well received 
by their hosts, the Fainarus also 
found the Egyptians very curious 
about the Israeli market for Arable- 
language films. 

EGYPTIANS, they discovered, 
have known for some time that one 
of the Israel Broadcasting- 
Authority’s most popular Friday 
programmes is the Arable-language 
movie, often an Egyptian produc¬ 
tion. 

The Egyptians believe that Israel 
television buys its films through Jor¬ 
dan for several hundred dollars: “I 
don’t think that is true," said Dan 
Fainaru. "I think we buy them 
wherever we can get them, usually 
in Europe and for about $1,000 to $1,- 
500 each. But it is true that once the 
Egyptians start dealing with us 
directly, which they are apparently 
eager to do, they will benefit much 
more from each sale. 

‘ ‘ **I doubt there is a market In 
Egypt for Israeli films. The subject 
matter wouldn’t appeal to Egyp¬ 
tians. Also, for a country of 41 
million, there are few cinema 
houses, only several dozen more 
than we have." Local productions 
sometimes wait two-and-a-half 
years for a release date.” 

THE ONLY wheeler-dealer to hit 
Cairo was Eddie Softer, the 36-year- 
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old managing director and co- 
founder of Jerusalem Capital 
Studios. Softer first visited Egypt 
last April with Leon Tamman, a 
wealthy Sudanese-born Jew who is 
the studio's main shareholder and a 
close friend of both Premier 
Menahem Begin and Sadat. The en¬ 
trepreneur made the exhausting Tel 
. Avlv-Athens-Cairo trek once again 
— less to participate In the-festival 
than to negotiate his newest project. 

“It’s too early to discuss details." 
said Softer, although reports 
published recently In the Israeli 
press say that he is finalizing an 
agreement with Oscar-.winning 
producer Martin Poll I "Lion in 
Winter") and an as yet undisclosed 
Egyptian. The three men are 
reportedly plotting a replay of the 
Yom Kippur war — in the style of 
such epic films as."Doctor Zhivago” 
and “Gone with the Wind." 

In order to avoid igniting still 
smouldering disagreements between 
Israelis and Egyptians about who 
won the war, the still unwritten 
scenario will, according to reports, 
he scripted by an impartial 
American. 

Softer met regularly during his 
stay in Cairo with local film moguls. 
Negotiating in his native arabic, as 
well as English, the Iraqi-born Jew 
who did not immigrate to Israel until 
1967, marvelled at the Egyptian's 
pharaonic background. 

"It makes the difference between 
- them and the other Arabs clear," 
said Soffer, who Is married to Arabic 
news announcer Galia Soffer, 
clear," said Softer, a former West 
Bank resident, who, as Gloria 
Stewart, was an English announcer 
on Jordan radio before the Six Day 
War. 

"Egyptians are not Arab in their 
mentality. They belong more to the 
West than to the East. Israeli film 
people will find them easy to deal 
with." said Soffer. 

"Their kindness is incredible, and 
they feel no bitterness towards us 
despite the wars. Believe me. I was 
among the most pessimistic and 
sceptical about peace, but now I 
believe it Is truly possible." 

Soffer’s public relations director. 
Orit Cooper — Miss Israel of 1976 and 
a 16 th-generation sabra — agreed: 
"My mother was born in Hebron and 
left there with every other Jew In 
-1948. She warned me that I should be 
r careful, not to trust people here. 

"For the first two days l was so 
scared I didn’t do more than go from 
my room to the lobby and back. Now, 
I'm very comfortable and ashamed 
that I was afraid. At the beginning, I 
used to say I was Swiss or German, 
anything rather than Israeli, but no 
longer."

MORE THAN 13.000 psychologists 
left their patients behind last month 
and converged in New York to 
accelerate peer social interaction, 
facilitate cognitive processes and 
the acquisition of therapeutic skills 
— or simply share where they were 
coming from, as some of them might 
have phrased it. 

The magnet was the 87th annual 
meeting ot the American 
Psychological Association, 
celebrating the 100 th birthday of the 
"science" that began with the foun¬ 
ding of Wilhelm Wundt’s psychology 
laboratory' In Germany in 1679. Had 
it been an experiment, the meeting’s 
results would have been termed 
“statistically Insignificant." 

It was, by most accounts, certainly 
dull. The psychologists were a quiet 
crowd, drinking Tab In the New York 
Hilton’s piano bar and looking slight¬ 
ly scruffy In their beards and san¬ 
dals, Indian tent dresses and 
crumpled summer suits. 

Taxi drivers rated their mood and 
spending behaviour "below the 
shriners and elks," and they 
themselves, lining up at Jammed 7th 
Ave. delicatessens, pronounced the 
five-day event "incredibly boring.” 

There were hypnotists and 
humanists, clinical and experimen¬ 
tal types and a host of others who 
labelled themselves educational, 
consumer, industrial, gay. feminist, 
environmental, public service, 
military, social, rehabilitation, com¬ 
munity. philosophical, biological or 
developmental psychologists. 

Some came to listen to a few scien¬ 
tific papers, much of which covered 
old research and theory. Others sign¬ 
ed up for seminars offering con¬ 
tinuing education credits. 

Some came to see old friends, 
former classrhales and good theatre. 
Others-concentrated on making job 
contacts. Many said they were there 
only because their university 
departments were paying for the trip 
or because it was at least a tax 
deductible way of seeing New York. 

But at the meetings, which were 
spread out over four hotels, there 
seemed to be something for 
everyone. A chance to voice anxiety 
over getting their services covered 
in a national health insurance 
programme, concern over deregula¬ 
tion of psychology licensing In South

Dakota and Florida with at least four 
other states contemplating such a 
move, and divided opinions over 
whether sex between patient and 
therapist is ever a good idea. 

THE SCIENTIFIC papers reflected 
the field's fragmentation and confu¬ 
sion, or the richness ot Its scope, 
depending on one’s point of view. 
Many centred on sex differences, 
feelings such as loneliness, and 
broad social questions. The 
programme also included a 
rehashing of the Rorschach ink-blot 
test given to Nazi war criminals. The 
experts couldn't tell them from 
either clergymen or mental patients, 
and one found their personality 
patterns similar to those of a cross- 
section of middle-class population. 

Other papers Included an analysis 
of the calls made by female mallards 
to asem ble ducklings or warn them 
to be quiet, a Study of toilet graffiti 
that found women write more of it 
and that their graffiti is more sexual 
and hostile in content than men's, 
and some observations on how en¬ 
vironment affects the outcome of 
professional baseball games. 

Then there was the Michigan 
researcher who concluded — on the 
basis of a test involving students and 
a mixing bowl full of hexagonal nuts 
— that energy conservation efforts 
work best in a democracy, and a 
Pennsylvania scientist who 
"proved" with the flimsiest of data 
that nuclear fall-out from bomb 
testing is single-handedly responsi¬ 
ble for the drop in student aptitude 
lest scores, particularly in the West. 

AMID THE trivial, Irrelevant or 
sloppily researched presentations, 
however, were a few nuggets worthy 
of note. 

ThriU-seekers may be born with 


lower levels of brain enzyme called 
mao and an opiatc-like substance 
known as endorphin than their more 
placid counterparts, a University of 
Delaware psychologist suggested. 

Marvin Zuckerman said these 
deficits may leave the brain 
overstimulated and restless (mao's 
Job is to break down certain 
chemical messengers in the brain i 
and lead to increased sensation seek¬ 
ing. risk-taking and the use ot drugB 
and alcohol. 

Using a scale he developed he 
found that, on the whole, sensation¬ 
seeking is higher in males than in 
females, that it declines with age. 
has nothing to do with whether a per¬ 
son is neurotic but may be related to 
criminal behaviour. 

Not ail s enact t i on -seek ers are like¬ 
ly to sky-dive and surf, but they do 
tend to drive fast, drink and gamble. 
engage in a variety of sexual ac¬ 
tivities with different partners, lead 
unconventional and often creative 
life-styles and bore easily. 

Individual and sexual differences 
in sensation-seeking may explain 
"macho" behaviour and marital dis¬ 
cord. Zuckerman said. And the 
genetic trait may have one par¬ 
ticularly pathetic outcome: the age¬ 
ing sensation-seeker declines in 
every factor on the psychologist's 
scale except boredom susceptibility. 

"Isn’t that tragic?” Zuckerman 
asked. "He can't engage In the risky 
activities of his youth any longer but 
must find less active ways to keep 
stimulated." 

At another meeting. New York 
psychologist Herbert Freudenberger 
told his colleagues that an increasing 
number t>r men, their insecurity 
fanned by the women's movement, 
are seducing children — their own, 
stepchildren, neighbours' children, 
the babysitter or their students. 
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He said he was referring not to the 
lower classes but to white middle- 
class men in their 30s and 40a — 
"Quite proper college-educated 
types who come In carrying attache 
cases.” 

These are the men who tell dirty 
jokes, get drunk at weddings las an 
excuse for fondling young girlsi and 
often have a history of assaulting 
animals — such as beating up the 
family dog. 

FREUDENBERGER blames this 
sexual abuse of children — in which 
sexual stroking, masturbation and 
oral sex is more common than Inter¬ 
course — on the loosening of morali¬ 
ty that gives "borderline" men per¬ 
mission to act out their sexual im¬ 
pulses and their precarious 
masculinity and on the increasing 
strength of women. He explained 
that some men, frightened by what 
{hey feel as a loss of power, look for 
still less powerful creatures. 

But adult-child sex, because It 
may both frighten and victimize a 
child who has neither the knowledge 
nor the power to resist advances 
from an adult, can have long-lasting 
effects in adulthood: depression, 
promiscuity, frigidity and other sex¬ 
ual difficulties. 

Another paper at the meeting con¬ 
cerned the more than 15 million 
Americans who Jive alone. They are 
not necessarily lonely, according to 
a New York University study of 24,- 
900 residents of New York, 
Massachusetts, Florida, Montana, 
and North Carolina. 

Overall, the loners were more 
lonely than those who live with 
others, but on a closer look, it turns 
out that the loneliest group of all are 
those who live with their parents. 

Apparently, how you feel about 
your living situation may be a more 
important determinant of loneliness 
than the actual situation, Phillip 
Shaver told his fellow psychologists. 

One of the meeting's "sleepers" 
was young Berkeley physicist Fritjof 
Capra, whose "tao of physics" is 
popular on college campuses. Some 
psychologists and psychiatrists are 
studying advanced physics, believ¬ 
ing that it holds clues to the workings 
of the mind. Capra's standing-room- 
only audience seemed to agree.

The gala opening on Monday of the 
new Sheraton Heliopolis Hotel will 
relieve some of the pressure. The 
new hotel boasts 677 rooms, but it is 
l ocate d at the airport, 26 km. from 
downtown Cairo and will not be fully 
functional until next March. 
Nonetheless, it is already booked 
through the end of 1980. 

According to the director of sales, 
Hamdi Sa'ad e-Din, the Sheraton 
Heliopolis .will cater mostly to 
Americans,, who are descending on 
Egypt in large numbers since the 
Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty. 

Despite requests from Orthodox 
Jewish groups for kosher, the 
Sheraton Heliopolis is not planning 
to install a kosher kitchen. The 
management is, however, prepared 
to serve "kosher-style” food. 

Tozneet the enormous demand for 
roonjs — over a million tourists 
visited Egypt In 1977 — many new 
hotels are under construction. The 
Tourism Ministry estimates that 
within two to three years. Cairo 
alone will have an additional 40,000 
beds; 


In the first-class range alone, 
there will be a new Hilton, with about 
700 rooms, a Marriott Omar Khayam 
with 1,124 rooms, and an Inter¬ 
Continental with 842 rooms. 

All the rooms are needed because 
the Arab boycott of Egypt does not 
appear to be working. While It is true 
that the Libyans have stopped com¬ 
ing here i Libyan money can no 
longer be officially exchanged and 
there is little air traffic between the 
two countries), there has not been a 
significant reduction in tourism 
from Saudi Arabia, Kuwait or the 
Emirates. 

Adel Taher, Under Secretary of 
State at the Tourism Ministry, 
reports. that although 16 per cent 
fewer Arabs came to Egypt after 
Ramadan this year, those who did 
visit stayed for a longer period than 
in the past. 

Taher. a hard-line party man. says 
he will'not begin preparing for the 
Israeli onslaught ^expected by local 
tourist firms to begin after nor¬ 
malization in February), until he 
gets a * 'green light" from the 
Foreign Ministry. Even then he does 
not plan to do anything "special” for 
Israeli tourists, such as Hebrew¬ 
speaking guides or setting up a 
tourism office in Israel. 

He also said he did not know — or 
want to know — about local tourist 
agencies which are already doing 
business with Israel. Their number, 
however, is significant and in¬ 
creasing dally. 

Taher termed the increase in 
American Jewish tourism “in¬ 
significant," but adds that it is no 
longer unusual for the Hilton and 
Sheraton to have “Jewish guests." 
The American Jewish Congress is 
now a frequent visitor here. And the 
Jews staying at both hotels are in¬ 


evitably here for their first time — 
“pioneers." as one group dubbed 
themselves. 

Egyptians are more interested in 
visiting Israel now than they were 
when this correspondent was here 
last May — an obvious result of the 
visit Mrs. Jehan Sadat and her 
daughter paid to Haifa last month. 

There have to date been many 
fewer applications made by poten 
tial Egyptian tourists than by their 
Israeli counterparts, however. It is 
said that the Egyptians, who visit 
Israel on a special passport to ensure 
they can continue to visit the other 
Arab countries, still need some kind 
of official permission from the Egyp¬ 
tian Foreign Ministry and often a 
letter of invitation. 

Not all of the Egyptians want to 
visit Israel for purposes of tourism 
only. The Copts are eager to visit 
their Holy Places in Jerusalem. A 
hotel manager wants to find the 
grave of bis brother, killed in Khan 
Tunis during the Six Day War. And 
artists want to be the first to exhibit 
in Tel Aviv. A well-known dress 
designer wants to look for an Israeli 
partner and begin producing inex¬ 
pensive clothes manufactured In 
Egyptian villages, where labour 
costs are low. 

Actor Ahmed Ramzi also plans to 
visit Israel — but the purpose of his 
trip will be to collect residual fees 
from all of his movies shown on 
Israel television each Friday night. 
"Everytime 1 go to Europe I meet up 
with Jews I grew up with in Alexan¬ 
dria. who are now living in Israel, 
said Ramzi. "Every time they say 
that they have just seen one of my 
films on TV again. We never got a 
penny for the sale of those films, so 
I’m going to try to collect residuals.”

No trade with Egypt before 
normalization next January

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Considerable poten¬ 
tial exists for trade between Israel 
and Egypt, but it will only be tapped 
gradually, Gershon Ben-Itto. who 
heads tbe Middle-East Import- 
Export Company, said here yester¬ 
day. He recently returned from a 
five-day visit to Egypt where be 
represented the Federation of Israeli 
Chambers of Commerce. 

Ben-Itto, who heads the 
federation’s international relations 
department, was accompanied by 
Felix Wahle, Federation Counsellor. 

Ben-Itto said that "we can expect 
no actual trade before the beginning 
of normalization at the end of 
January, 1980. Nevertheless, we 
believe It is best to establish the 
framework on either side for such 
trade as soon as possible." 

He thought that in the first year of 
trade following normalization, goods 
valued at "tens of millions of dollars 
would be exchanged. But hopefully, 
the sum would rise during the next 
few years to hundreds of millions of 
dollars.'' 

The two Israelis met 16 Egyptians, 
representing both the private and 
government sectors. "We found the- 
private businessmen much more 
open and interested than the official 
representatives. Both groups. 


however, were very curious about 
Israel. Most of them had very little 
knowledge about us, although one or 
two, who formerly were stationed in 
Europe, were familiar with our line 
of products, especially Agrexco.* 

Both groups greeted the Israelis 
with great cordiality. 

The Israelis failed to obtain actual 
figures r— their statistics generally 
date back to 1976 — but one thing is 
certain, the Egyptian GNP is now in¬ 
creasing at an annual rate of nine 
per cent. This is faster than Egypt’s 

population growth. 

This increase was remarkable 
since “Egypt was facing the 
penalties of an economic boycott by 
the Arab countries," Ben-Jtto said. 

Israel could sell to Egypt, as a 
rule, most of the goods it exports to 
Europe. The exception would be 
agricultural products such as citrus 
and flowers and diamonds. 

From Egypt, Israel could import 
sugar, rice and agricultural 
products. 

"The Egyptians showed particular 
interest in joint ventures, with the 
Israelis supplying the technical 
knowledge and the marketing out¬ 
lets, and much of the capital coming 
from third countries," he reported. 

The Israeli delegation went to 
Cairo via Athens. 


Bleakness at Belgrade 
intern’l finance meet 


BELGRADE (Renter!. — President 
Tito yesterday opened the first 
meeting of international financial 
leaders in a communist country with 
a grim warning about the state of tbe 
world economy. 

World Bank president Robert 
McNamara also issued a bleak 
forecast and bitterly accused the 
U.S, Congress of turning its back on 
the poorest countries, which are 
becoming increasingly desperate. 

Finance ministers and central 
bankers from 138 countries gathered 
in a huge conference centre here for 
the first session of the four-day joint 
annual meeting of the World Bank 
and the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF), the year’s principal in¬ 
ternational economic forum. 

IMF managing director Jacques 


McNamara made a long speech, 
which World Bank officials said 
marked a crisis-point to the history 
of the bank and its attempts to help 
the Third World. 

He said the U.S. House of 
Representatives had recently passed 
an amendment to the laws governing 
funds for the Independent Develop¬ 
ment Association (IDA), a section of 
the bulk which aids the poorest 
countries. 

The amendment precludes the use 
of U.S . funds for certain purposes, 
specifically for loans to Vietnam and 
a number of other countries. 

"Under these circumstances, our 
articles of agreement would prohibit 
the bank from accepting the fluids.” 
he said. If this happened, the bank’s 
rules would stop it from using funds 


Officials of IMF have turned 
down a request that the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) 
be granted observer status at the 
fund’s annual meeting. It was an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

The fund announced, however, 
the creation of an "informal 
working party of governors to 
consider all aspects of the 


matter" before next year’s an¬ 
nual meeting. 

The Group of 77. an organiza¬ 
tion of more than 100 developing 
countries, had asked -the fund to 
grant the Palestinians official 
observer status at the Belgrade 
meeting. 

The working group was to 
report back in three months, the 
fund announcement said. 


First outsider heads Ford empire 


DETROIT (API. — Phillip Caldwell 
took over as chief executive of Ford 
Motor Co. yesterday, becoming 
"with-out any fanfare at all" the 
first non-family member to hold the 
post, officials of the No. 2 U.S. 
automaker said. 

Henry Ford II, 82. announced 
earlier that he would retire as chief 
executive officer October 1. Ford, 
the grandson of the company's 
founder, will retain the chair¬ 
manship of the board. 

Family control of the Ford empire 


also will be maintained through 
William Clay Ford, Henry’s brother, 
who will continue to lead the com¬ 
pany's executive board. 

Henry Ford said he has no retire¬ 
ment plans beyond a ye&r-and-a-half 
“good-bye tour" of his company's 
worldwide operations. 

Caldwell, 59, already held tbe 
positions of company president and 
vice chairman, which he assumed 
last October. He Joined the company 
in 1953 as a purchasing and engineer¬ 
ing administrator. 


Record 57 ships in Haifa this month 


HAIFA. — A record 57 passenger 
ships are scheduled to call here dur¬ 
ing this month, bringing some 25,000 
tourists from all over the world. 

This is the largest number of 
passenger vessels ever to come to 
Haifa in a single month and Indicates 
the growing popularity of sea cruises 
and visits to Mediterranean ports. 

The ships include 45 cruise ships 
flying the Greek, Italian, French, 
British, German, Danish, Finnish 
and Yugoslav flags. Most of them 
will be .coming here after visits to 


Egyptian ports. The ships will stay 
here for one or two days, enabling 
passengers to visit places of Interest 
mainly in the Jerusalem and Galilee 
areas. 

The other 12 ships are passenger 
liners which sail regularly between 
Haifa and European ports. 

After the record month of October 
there wili be a’fail-off to only 20 
passenger ships in November, with 
17 scheduled to come during 
December. The season will pick up 
again next spring.

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Carter backs down 




LOOKED AT from a somewhat distant point of vantage, Presi¬ 
dent Carter’s decision to put up without much further ado with 
the presence of a Soviet army brigade In nearby Cuba appears 
to have been fairly inevitable. 

What effect the decision will have on the global power 
balance, and especially on its perception, is another matter. 

Mr. Carter is, of course, right In suggesting that a few thou¬ 
sand Soviet troops in Cuba (even If their duties include 
something more than just training) are not the equivalent of a 
pile of Soviet missiles. The diplomatic confrontation which their 
discovery occasioned c ann ot therefore be likened to the 1962 
Cuban missile crisis — with the Americans conceding defeat, 
this time. 

A return to the Cold War must, for this reason alone, be ruled 
out. But the result is all the same a concession of U.S. defeat, 
and a clear-cut Soviet victory. Arguably, it represents a major 
revision of the unwritten code of detente. 

One rule of detente has so far barred the physical presence of 
the troops of either super-power at the doorstep of the other. By 
refusing to budge, or even to make a gesture of budging, after 
being ferreted out in Cuba, the Soviets have served notice that 
this no longer applies — to them. 

Indeed it is entirely possible that they contrived to lift the 
blackout on their military presence in the Caribbean island as a 
deliberate snub to the Americans. 

They may well have assumed that the U.S. would not have any 
reasonable retaliatory option, such as the Senate’s declining to 
ratify the Salt H Agreeme n t without crippling amendments. 
Judging from Mr. Carter's reaction, they were right. 

Worse in some respects than the Soviet snub has been the 
humiliation • visited upon the U.S. by its troublesome little 
neighbour, Cuba itself. Mending fences with communist Ojba, 
despite its obviously irrevocable commitment to the Soviet 
Union, was one of President Carter's main policy innovations. 

His recompense at the hands of President Castro has been in¬ 
tensified Cuban intervention in African affairs, on the aide of the 
West’s enemies; and now this. 

Nations around the world will have to sit up and take stock of 
the situation thus created. 

In the Middle East, some of the Arab regimes, the Libyans for 
example, may now feel that they have been unduly hesitant 
about allowing Soviet troops on their soil. Some other nations 
are bound to take a fresh close look at their American alliance. 

No doubt the U.S. remains a super-power. It is still able, all by 
itself, to incinerate the whole wide world. But in the stakes of 
political influence it appears to have slid behind the Soviet 
Union. 

This is sad news, not only for Americans.

FRIENDS of “Ariel" will regret the demise of that excellent 
foreign-language “Quarterly Review of Arts and Letters in 
Israel," now Anally decreed by Foreign Minister Dayan. 

The publication of “Ariel" costs money, some TLl.Sm. of It, 
which has so far come out of the budget of the cultural and scien¬ 
tific relations department in the Foreign Ministry. Mr. Dayan 
evidently considers it money ill-spent, and he is entitled to his 
opinion. 

Mr. Dayan's judgement on *■ Ariel" reflects his generally ob¬ 
tuse attitude in the area labelled, somewhat euphemistically, in- 
formation.He simply is not very much alive to the effect of 
Israel's image on Israel's strength and ability to achieve its 
policy goals. 

That is a serious matter and cannot he resolved by creation of 
an Information Ministry, as Dayan recently proposed. The best 
Minister of Information will be a waste if all he does Is pick up 
after the foreign minister (or his foreign-policy making 
colleagues). That this 1s what may well happen is indicated by 
the experience of the Rev. Jesse Jackson, whom Mr. Dayan 
almost single-handedly built up from a merely self-seeking 
Black politician anxious to make a platform out of Israel's treat¬ 
ment of the Palestinians, Into a world figure — by 
demonstratively turning his back on him. 

Mr. Dayan is an experienced, brave and shrewd warrior and 
diplomat. But when it comes to influencing people's minds — 
foreign peoples’ minds, in any case by sophisticated public 
diplomacy, he has shown himself totally inept. The price the na¬ 
tion is paying in the deterioration of Its Image Is rising daily. 


THE DECLINE and eventual elec¬ 
toral defeat suffered by the Labour 
movement in 1977 should be traced, 
not to the actions of any particular 
individual or leader, but to a collec¬ 
tive loss of direction. An inability to 
implement the party's programme, 
both In foreign and in domestic af¬ 
fairs, led to a situation In which large 
segments of the Israeli public failed 
to distinguish between Labour and 
Likud. This situation reflected the 
leadership’s conflicts over the par¬ 
ty's programme. 

For instance, it is not true, as 
Misha Louvish suggested in a recent 
article in the Post (“The Question of 
Leadership," September 7), that 
there Is little significant difference 
between Yigal All on and Shimon 
Peres. He is certainly correct in in¬ 
sisting that what is needed is a 
'"reconsideration of policies and the 
re-evaluation of ideologies;’’ but his 
conclusion that such an effort can be 
made without dealing with the ques¬ 
tion of leadership Is an Illusion. The 
last thing this country needs now is a 
charismatic leader. What it does 
need Is leadership capable of im¬ 
plementing a clear programme in 
domestic and foreign affairs. 

The question. Is whether or not 
Shimon Peres is the man to imple¬ 
ment the Labour movement's 
programme. It is a matter not of his 
personality but of his politics. 
Suggesting that the chairman of the 
party has the experience and 
background to be premier, Louvlsh 
further contends that Peres' 
programme, elaborated in his book, 
"Tomorrow Is Now," la a "detailed 
analysis of the problems involved 
and how to achieve the goal in the 
1980s." 

Here Louvish demonstrates a 
clear case of selective memory. It is 
only necessary to recall the positions 
taken by Shimon Peres on a number 
of crucial issues to understand that 
his programme is not that of the 
Labour movement, but something 
else entirely. 


when, in July. 1974, it occupied the 
deserted railway station In Sebastia. 

The Labour government's concep¬ 
tion of territorial compromise and 
its related settlement map left no 
room for doubt that, in its view, 
there was no place for 'a Jewish 
settlement near Sebastia.

Within the government, the 
Gush found Its major support In 
Defence Minister Peres, who 
declared that he could not unders¬ 
tand why Jews should not be allowed 
to settle in Kaddum. In the end, the 
Gush people were moved "tem¬ 
porarily" to the Kaddum army base. 
The new settlement was rapidly con¬ 
nected to the water and electricity 
grid. The Defence Ministry opened a 
plant for the settlers, with contracts 
that would provide it with a basis for 
production. 

But why seek examples in the dis¬ 
tant past? Only several months-ago, 
Foreign Minister Dayan opened a 
private peace offensive by declaring 
that, in the framework of a final 
peace agreement with Syria, Israel 
would have to return the Golan 
Heights. Is there a question as to the 
Labour Party’s position concerning 
the security border which needs to 
be maintained on the Golan Heights? 
Apparently Shimon Peres questions 
the position. His reaction to Dayan's 
speech was that the timing was un¬ 
fortunate. 


ONE EXAMPLE Is Peres* positions 
on the issue of Gush Emunim‘s 
defiance of the Rabin government 


MOVING TO the field of domestic af¬ 
fairs. Misha Louvlah finds In 
Tomorrow is Now a set of "detailed 
proposals for the improvement of 
labour relations and'the solution of 
social and economic problems." In 
short, Peres' “socialist" manifesto. 

It Js certainly true that in domestic 
affairs, Shimon Peres is pragmatic 
and flexible. Over the past 15 years, 
he has shown himself capable of 
holding an amazing variety of views 
on social issues. One need only recall 
the domestic programme he ad¬ 
vocated when he led Rail is the early 
2960s. At that time, his “socialism" 


consisted of the demagogic promise 
to provide an automobile for every 
worker. 

As for Peres' advocacy of 
governmental decentralization and 
less state intervention, Louvlsh is go¬ 
ing to have to explain wbat kind of 
leader is capable of developing a set 
of proposals on that subject while at 
the same time continuing to main¬ 
tain that the basis of Labour's ap¬ 
proach to social problems should be 
mamlakhtiut-etatisme ("Tomorrow 
is Now ,"page 27). 

' In any case, Peres seems to have 
completely forgotten his recently- 
acquired socialist ideology. Talking 
to Shulaznit Aloni, Feres explained 
{"Haaretz" June 16,1979) that. In so 
far as the Israeli public Is moving 
towards a general acceptance of 
right-wing positions, which include a 
renewed sense of religious 
clericalism and the acceptance of an 
economy based on cheap Arab 
labour, the Labour Party would seek 
to accommodate Itself to the new 
situation. 

Misha Louvlsh suggests that there 
is much to be learned from studying 
Peres' approach to socialism. Here 
he is correct. What can be learned is 
that his approach has nothing to do 
with anything within the past tradi¬ 
tion or current programme of the 
socialist Zionist movement. 

Louvish himself seems to have 
some very curious views as to what 
constitutes a socialist programme. 
He maintains that the creation of 
nationally-owned arms manufac¬ 
turing enterprises (which he at¬ 
tributes to Peres) is the ultimate In 
constructive socialism. While the 
creation of these industries has cer¬ 
tainly been necessary for Israel's 
survival in a world of reolpolitik, this 
has little to do with the creation of an 
egalitarian society based on 
economic and political democracy.

secretariat on September l, Peres 
presented a list of close to 200 names, 
which he Insisted be accepted en bloc 
as the central committee responsible 
for preparing the next party conven¬ 
tion. 

The party regional leadership was 
given less than an hour to review the 
list. All appeals to postpone the deci¬ 
sion so that branches could elect 
their own representatives were re¬ 
jected by Peres. He demanded an 
immediate vote and received a ma¬ 
jority of 16 to 8 In a secretariat that 
numbers more than 60 members. 


AND WHAT of Peres' efforts to 
build a new, more democratic, par¬ 
ty? One can only wonder exactly 
what he understands when he speaks 
of internal party democracy and ex¬ 
panding leadership cadres. 

At the meeting of the Labour Party 


Several branch secretaries an¬ 
nounced their intention to resign; 
others announced their determina¬ 
tion to overturn what was in their 
eyes an attempt by Peres to es¬ 
tablish dictatorial rule in the party. 
This is the “cautious and con¬ 
ciliatory leadership" that Misha 
Louvish finds so appealing. 


In the past, prominent Israeli 
leaders have found Peres much less 
appealing. For instance, Moshe 
Sharett found him unacceptable on 
both political and personal grounds. 

In his diary he wrote: “I entirely 


reject Peres and see In the Increase 
In his Influence a malignant moral 
disgrace." 

^als Is the man whom Misha 
Louvish Insists should lead the 
reconsideration of policies and re- 
evaluation of ideologies so urgently, 
needed in order to rebuild Labour 
hegemony In this country. 

Any serious consideration of the 
programme of the Labour move¬ 
ment leads inexorably to the conclu¬ 
sion that Shimon Peres Is simply un¬ 
fit to lead the Party. He Is unfit 
because his programme is opposed 
to the democratically chosen plat¬ 
form of the Labour Party. 

His positions on foreign affairs, 
and domestic issues . often 
appear much closer to the kind of 
politics being practised upon us daily 
by the Likud than to the alternative 
programme the Labour movement 
has to offer. One is left reflecting- 
that the distance between Be gin's 
notion of “benefiting the people" and 
Peres* notion of “an automobile for 
every worker” is very small Indeed.
